It Is the Man

CCORIXG to a correspondent of the Balti- 


more American, Secretary of the Treas- 


ury Shaw is "pushing young men to the front.' 


Carnegie did that for a while, too. Whether 


it was a profitable policy, the Scotch ironmaster 
is the only one who knows. 
But that it is not 


always a good one in public life we think there 
is little doubt. 


This country was getting along all right un- 


der the constitution as it was written by the fath- 
ers. It \vas a good constitution. Its limitation-; 
and restrictions •uere working as the framcrs of 
the document load forseen. Then we elected as 
president a young man who proceeded to tear 
holes in it at will. The precedents established b; 
President Roosevelt liave done more harm to the 
nation than \vill be undone in a century. 


That was what one young man did. He took 


another >oung man out of the Santa Fe railway 
e;.3cm and made him a member of his cabinet. 
That }oung man admitted subsequently, v\hen 
on the witness stand, that he had deliberately, 
violated the law of the land. He was doing n o j 
worse than Roosevelt had done and was doing, 
but he had to go and he went. We have not heard 
of Paul .Morton for some time. 


The rage for >oung men can be overdone. 


The Baltimore & Ohio Railway Company em- 
ployed a >oung man—aged nineteen years— at 
an important railway point. Upon his attention 
to business depended the safety of the thousands 
of passengers that were whisked past his station 
every day in the fast trains. 
Youth has seldom 


a sense of responsibility, however, and one night 
there was a collision and you remember the long 
and pitiful list of the dead that \\as sent over the 
wires from the national capital. 


For certain lines of work, young men are 


necessary . Theirs is the enthusiasm that per- 
forms impossible feats. 
But do you know that 


Marcus Daly went into Montana, broken in purse 
and discouraged with life, at the age of forty-t\\o 
ycarr, and that he developed the greatest copper 
mines on earth by sheer grit after he was fifty? 
A man died in Yallejo, Ca!., the other day. Col- 
onel Hartzell, who was fifty years old before he 
began to build electric roads at a time when they 
were new and people were not easily convinced 


that they were feasible. He left no fortune, but 
from Wichita to the Pacific ocean there are elec- 
tric railwaxs that remain as a monument to his 
promoting abilities. 


Of course, some men are old before they can 


vote. Others are young when their hair is white. 
It is the MAX not the years. 
It is the mind, 


and not the age, that accomplishes things. "The 
man's the man for a' that," no matter how far 
distant his birthday may be. 


Meet a MAX and >ou know him in a minute, 


and it is not youth or age that moves the wheels 
of progress, but real MEN. 


A Sour Expert

HERE is a technical mining paper published 


upon this coast that has depreciated the 


importance of nearly every large find that has 
been made for years anywhere on the Slope. 
There are mining engineers 
who 
invariably 


knock. There are others who are looking for in- 
vestments for their employers and make faithful 
reports, but whos tendency is rather to criticis-e 
unfavorably than favorably. 
Such persons are 


not desirable mentors. They arc even expensive 
to have as friends. 


It is so easy to win attention by handling ad- 


verpeh a proposition that has been favorably 
considered by others. Reputaitons were former- 
ly made in that \\a>, but they are so no more and 
they never will be again. When we of Ncvach 
remember that the Comstock itself was reported 
adversely upon, that no less an authority than 
John IIa\s Hammond turned Tonopah down, \\e 
mas smile at the presumption of any mere mortal 
whatever his training, in assuming to be infalli- 


ble. 


All this is as an introduction to a brief com- 


ment upon a letter from James W. Abbott, n 
minin gcngincer, printed in a weekly paper de- 
voted to the inclustn. Mr. Abbott is very severe 
on Green water. He does not say anything def- 
inateU of course, but his intimations arc large 
and exhaustive. His prejudice stands out at ev- 
en turn of the t\pe. He himself tells us that he- 
\vas allowed to visit one mine—to go to the bot- 
tom of a sevcntv-fivc foot vertical shaft. 
The 


remainder of his inspection of the camp seems 
to have been devoted to a superficial examination 
of the various dumps. He was not permitted to 


enter the other mines. On this slight collection 
of facts, he proceeds to sneer at die camp and to 
discourage investments. 


Mr. Abbott has not, only done himself an in- 


justice and injured his standing as an authority 
by such an exhibition of prejudice. He has clone 
more. 
He has demonstrated that engineers of 


sour dispositions are''hot safe guides in mining 
investments. In the very article to \yhich we refer 
he admits that development work is going on 
and that there is work being done on the Schwab 
properties. Yet he could not see that a man like 
Schwab, whose investments have always been 
successful, would hardly have gone into such 
a district unless he had received a report from a 
competent expert who had done something more 
than go down one scventv-fivc-foot shaft. 


A Miners' Association 
O 


NE of our state contemporaries the other 


clay suggested that a Nevada State Min- 


er'1; Association be formed on the lines of the 
California Miner's Association, which, the paper 
said, had accomplished much good in the course 
of its existence. 
We should like to ask when 


and how the California institution has accom- 
plished anything. 


It was organized in Nevada county, we be- 


lieve, about twenty }cars ago, its purpose being 
to raise the money for a fight against the farmers, 
| who, by that time, were having things their o\\n 
way and had already given hydraulic mining, of 
the kind prevalent in the reckless old days, its 
quietus. It held meetings every month or so and 
its executive comjmittee devised and favored a 
bill called the Caminetti act, which was ultimate- 
ly put through congress. 
They felt happy over 


this, but they speedily discovered that they were 
worse off than before, for, while under the do 
cisions of Judge Sawyer and Deacly in 1884, the 
hydraulic miners might develop their property if 
they did not injure that of others. Under the Cam- 
inetti act, they could not work their mines ex- 
cept after consulting three army engineers and 
getting a license, for which they had to pay. Thus 
the hydraulic miner was" outlawed and since then 
has existed by what the present Governor of Cal- 
ifornia once termed "moonshine mining." The 
larger properties, by bribing the agents of the 


fanners, were able to work for awhile, but in 
the end they, too, had to stop. 


Since then the California Miner's Association 


has been steadily decreasing in membership and 
influence. 
Its membership is now -made up, for 


the most part, of manufacturing agents and sales- 
men. 


The Journal would like to sec a Nevada State 


Miners' Association, for we think there is a large 
field for just such an organization, but for good- 
ness sake, if you please, do not try to organize 
it on the lines of anything California!!. Let it be 
of Nevada and for Nevada. 


Newspaper Courtesies

HEN can one newspaper call another sen- 


sational without being itself inconsistent ? 


Just now in Denver the Times and the Post are 
waging a war against one another, roasting each 
other's methods of handling the news, and like 
the exchange editor, the tolerant people of Color- 
ado must be amused. 
In double-column editor- 


ials, abounding is black-face and capital letters, 
the Times says of the Post: "The community is 
harlx>ring a criminal gang worse than a den of 
thieves and hold-ups when it tolerates ths most 
degarded exponent of the most degraded type of 
journals." 
It says that the Post's stories are, 


in some instances, "utterly absurd and absolutely 
false." 


The Post in turn attacks the Times in even 


more violent terms. 


And here in Nevada we have a pretty speci- 


men of a newspaper fight, too, though it is not 
quite so personal in its tone as the Denver ex- 
ample. It is between the Churchill County Eagl 
of Fallen and the Fairview News. Fairview docs 
not like Fallon a little bit.

Teachers' Pay 


(fvv »HAT would the jublic think now of an 


W 
able-bodied man teaching school when 


the average salary is only $70 a month?" said 
District Attorney Moran in an interview pub- 
lished in the Journal on Friday morning. 


That remark led a correspondent to furnish 


us with figures as to the pay of teachers in Reno. 
Here twelve teachers receive $70 a month, eight 
$75, seven $80, four $85 one $100, and one $200. 


Our correspondent misunderstood Mr. Mor- 


an's interview. 
He was discussing the average 


salaries of teachers in the whole state, as the 
opening sentence of the interview shows. Hut. 
even if he were not, we do not consider tliat the 
teachers of Reno are by any means overpaid. 


"This money," says the correspondent, "is 


for five days' work per week for four weeks in 
the month." 


That is a very singular way of reckoning the 


pay of teachers or of any other profession. Cer- 
tain hours arc set for thenii to utilize the know- 
ledge that they have gained after years of study 
They teach in the hours prescribed by the board, 
but the city is not paying them 'for that alone. 
It is paying for their information. 
It remainds 


us of a chapter in the once-noted "Rollo" books, 
where Rollo discusses pay for skilled and un- 
skilled labor. The father shows Rollo a surveyor 
and an axe man on the road and tells him why 
the surveyor's income is larger than that of the 
axe man—the reason for which is sufficiently 
obvious. 


To put a time check on a teacher is absurd. 


The pedagogue must be reading all the time and 
his or her work never ceases. Teaching is a 
science that requires as much close attention to 
new ideas as does law require of the attorney 
that he keep in touch with the latest decisions. It 
is a profession and not a trade and, as Mr. Moran 
said, there is something incongruous in the dif- 
ference in pay between members of that profes- 
sion and unskilled labor tliat now otbains, not 
only throughout the entire state of Nevada, but 
also all over the rest of the countrv. 
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
